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CHARACTERISTICS OF FIRE INSURANCE 
= 

The basic character of fire insurance should not be confused 
with that of life insurance with which it has little real similarity. 
Life insurance deals with certainties involving carefully selected 
nisks, each pelicy, in the usual course of events, maturing as a 
ciaim. Consequently it is practicable to forecast the claims that 
will fall due, calculate the expense of administration and to ar- 
range rates and investments accordingly. 


The same conditions do not apply to fire insurance which deals 
with uncertain events only. The great majority of fire contracts 
rever in claims and if they did, rates would have to be in the 
neighborhood of 100 percent instead of the small charge that act- 
ually exists. 


Conflagrations and sweeping fires do occur from time to time, 
however, and must be provided against by the maintenance of 
special reserve funds. It has happened, as in the case of the San 
I rancisco conflagration, that the accumulated reserves of years have | 
been practically wiped out in a single day. No city is immune 
from conflagration and a disaster of this kind brings untold in- 
dividual suffering and enormous financial loss far in excess of in- 
surance coverage. . 

In surveying cities and otherwise instituting safeguards against 
such sweeping, devastating fires, stock fire insurance cdmpanies 
are performing a definite public service.

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NEW NATIONAL 
DRAFT LAW FOR 
ARMY AND NAVY 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Universal 
draft for both the army and navy 
with no industrial exemptions within 
certain age limits constitutes the 
war department project today for the 
mobilization of American Vian-power 
in the case of another great war. 

The no-exemption proposal is de- 
signed to eliminate such’ injustices 
as those which occurred during the 


world war when certain men of 
military age earned fabulous wages 
; in industry while others were risk- 


ing their lives jn»battle at a dollai 
a day.

| The entire project, it fs felt, will 


do away with the injustices which 
resulted in the post-war demand tor 
a soldier’s bonus or some form ot 
adjusted compensation. 

The project as it stands todav is 
the result of years of post-wa. stu‘iy 
beth by the general staff and by 
students at the acmy war college. 
It represents the concensus of opin- 
ion not only of officers but also of 
‘civilian authorities on the mobiliza- 
tion of man-power. 

War department plans recognize 
that future mobilizations of American 
munpower will differ materially from

In one case in particular, an 
employee worked on a girl tor two 
and one half hours after she had 
been taken from the water, appar- 
ently drowned, and finally brought 
her to life by using the prone pres- 
sure method of artificial respira- 
tion.
